and courts shall not be bound by the find­ 
ings of the contracting 
agencies. It gives 
the w ar contractor 
not only 
the right of 
appeal to the Appeal Board, also authorized 
by the Act: or judicial appeal to the Court 
of Claims, or any L. S. District ( ou r t . but 
it also empowers the government 
agency 
to arbitrate 
any dispute 
with 
ani 
con­ 
tractor. 
This law is a modern Magna C harta tor 
the relations of business with government. 
Access to arbitration on the settlement 
of 
w a r contract disputes can make the settle­ 
ment of such disputes speedy and equitable. 
Contract cancellation 
settlement 
can 
be 
arrived at as quickly and as fairly as are 
disputes under arbitration agreements be­ 
tween private parties. 
Now, any war contractor 
can plan I var­ 
iedly for the future. 
He can plan his re­ 
conversion and postwar programs without 
the constant 
threat 
of their being 
ham­ 
strung because of delayed settlement of his 
cancelled war contracts. 
Prudent business 
men will adapt the principle of arbitration 
for use in the enormous 
w ar contract ter­ 
mination job that recent events on the 
var­ 
ious warfronts indicate 
will eventuate in 
the not-too-riistant future. 
Both labor 
and management should de­ 
mand speedy 
arbitration 
of all war con­ 
tract settlement disputes. 
Both have used 
arbitration in settling their own 
disputes 
between each other, and the same principle 
applied between government and industry 
will protect continued employment 
in the 
postw ar era. It will mean full opportunity 
for economic re-employment of the retu rn­ 
ing servicemen. Quick contract 
settlement 
will shorten or 
avoid periods 
of “ recon­ 
version unemployment.” 
Every government 
agency, 
emergency 
or 
otherwise, every 
government 
department, and 
every gov­ 
ernment corporation, is now empowered to 
arbitrate 
the settlement 
of ani 
dispute 
whatsoever in respect to war contract ter­ 
mination. That can and should 
mean 
an 
uninterrupted pathw ay 
to reconversion to 
peacetime industry, and the production 
of 
peacetime goods for which the entire world 
is clamoring.
